Claims 21 , 24-25, 27-35, 37-38 and 40 are directed to an isolated and specific 
peptide (of specific amino acid sequence) which interacts with anti-apoptotic proteins, 
Bcl-2, Bcl-XL and Bcl-W, DNA coding for said peptide, vectors and host cells comprising 
said DNA, and methods of identifying modulators utilizing said peptides. Claimed 
peptide is free of prior art. Further, the prior art fails to teach such specifically claimed 
peptide. Hence, said peptide is also non-obvious. Since said peptide is both novel and 
non-obvious, DNA encoding said peptide, as claimed, vectors, host cells comprising 
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said DNA and claimed metliods of screening for modulators utilizing said peptide are 
also novel and non-obvious. 

Claims 21, 24-25, 27-35, 37-38 and 40 are allowed.
